TUB IiAW OF CAPIAS. 



There are inar.y relorms wanting in our 
law, but tboro is no grualcr evil existing, so 
far as its administration h couccrntd, ttmu 
tbe want of soma CQncurrent jurisdiution in 
the two cotoDieBi "Nothing can bo worse 
thao' tbd' present system, under whicli any 
man carrying on business in British Colum- 
bia and visiting this Colony for purpoBen of 
business or pluasuto may, if lie liappeu to 
owe any anin over ono hundred dollaro, be 
ttteatik'Ma'ii&ihe process, and held to bail 
to meet tbe notion; And this, although 
causa of action may havs arisen entiroly lu 
British Oolnmbia, and not tho faintest shadow 
of a reason exists for for trying it in this 
city, other than the simple fact that bulh 
plaiutiQ.and defendant happen io bo temporary 
resldeots'ia tbii Island. Tbe man of baainesa 
who may- be rcspcLsiblo for all bia debts, and 
quito 'ready to meet his engagementi, finds 
himself placed in an czcoedingly awkwtird 
poiition on being suddenly arrested. He is 
perhaps unable or unwilling to give security 
for his due attendance to meet an. action- 
Whatii the conBequence t . Re haa'eiiher to 
pay a cloim vrhfoh miay be he does not owe, 
or to BufTer the indignity and annoyance, be- 
lideS' the probable ■ loss of bBinj^ incarce- 
ralod for some time in the debtor's prison 
of this city. It is not for tho in- 
terests of the tiading community of 
either colony that sneh a system should be 
oootinued. In some few instances the plain- 
tiff may be damniliod by Ihe defonilant goiii< 
away, for inatancowhcn a debtor owes money 
down here ".nu is goin^ to start for the upper 
country, with perhaps all his available cash 
with him. But these cases are few and far 
between, and tho aimple? faotus that tbe writ 
of capias is now frequently resorted to aa a 
means of extracting money from the defondnnt 
in the action wliieh iu nine cases out of Ion, 
he will pay rather th:in diBpulo, in order to 
avoid trouble. Wo do not by any moans ad- 
vocate the total abolition of arrest on mesne 
process, on the contrary,' we are''weH-ia'wor»i 
that there are many cases in which it is al- 
most the only security that the plaintiff hag 
for the ultimate payment of his money. But 
tbe necessity lor Itie writ as be*7.een this and 
the sister colony, mi;,'lit bo entirely got rid 
of by the very simple arrangement of making 
the juriscllclion of the j udges iu both colonics 
concurrent, so that a judgment and other 
proceedings taken hero could bo enforced 
io ony part of British CohiMibia luul vice versa. 
We have never heard one siugle argument 
used against our suggestion, and are at a 
losa to understand why some of our 
Learislotora do , .'n'tit^' if tako up the 
question, can it be possible that they are 
waiting for the Government to take aclioo 
in the matter? It is a subject clearly beyond 
the jurisdiction of our Legislative Assembly 
and Council. The Hynoe'Governmer:' must 
be sot in motion, ancl itwould probably re- 
qaire the'joiDfr're'^iaftiijn^oi this and tho 
■liter colony to obtiiVthe' necassar> order 
in Council. We cani:ot but suppose that the 
representatives of British Colambia would 
joio heartily in a reoommendatioo to confer 
BDch nddiiional powers upon the judges of 
. tbe two colonies as w^nld euable,lhcm to try 
OBEBS. wbieb strictly beloog.^to tho adjoioiog 
colonyXUf^isOtru? that Bt?pr*e'fediit'55t'l8'efi-- 
tirely within tho discretion of the judge on 
being satisfied of the evidence before him 
to allow the issue of the capias or not — and 
it ia usual in Ent;land for a judge to req^mVe 
Tyy' strong evidence .not only of the facts 
but also i of /the probabilities of the. plaintiff 
losing bis money fPhe docs not bhtain the 
nid of this writ of capias. Hero from ihe 
facilities with which- the writ is issued, we 
should suppose that the judge is not quite so 
particular in requiring strong^ affi^uvils. 
Be this as it mfiy, it , js high. time jlpat some 
steps were takea to remedr tho present sys- 
teni',''ayd^we'fi^'artil/^coAmdbff M sobjeor to 
the attention of our legislature. 



RSTROORADB POLICY. 

In these days of progress it is somewhat 

surprising to find anyoue connected with the 
government of a country lakiug "two steps 
backward rather lhan uno forward," yet we 
cannot help feeling that the new Legislative 
Council of British Columbia has by its recent 
action placed :itseK,iia;itb!4,^Otttegory. We 
learn from the 'reports of tbe proceedings 
that ono of their first steps was to pass a vote 
excluding the press from attendance at thair 
sittings. It is a novulty cetlaiuly in the ar- 
rangements of nil A-:ouibly wliufo rules 
ought to bo grounded on the English con- 
stttuiioD, and whose members are supposed 
to be' the fepresih'fatifes'df 'the"{<ebpl6,' tKat 
tho sillinga should he held with closed doors. 
Our own Legislative Council, it is true, fol- 
lows the same plan, but they are not sup- 
posed to be moulded un tho same system 
a3 the House of Commons. Wo have al- 
^aj^,{^(Jy.o(;ated treo^ discussion and pub^ 
lioity to ail the debates which take place 
in either Himiso, and it is witii r.^^rie; 
that we find our L.gislulive Couiicil so per- 
sistintly continuing ll.eir .'■ccrei dolibera 
tions. 'I'horo may, however, le a roasun foi 
their desire to keep their doors closed, as wt- 
doabt whBthet thg pi^blicatioaofj thqir,delib- 
eration8,*jadging''frora<the re8ujt8,''w6old be 
edifying to the comnnuiitv". Ki.lior this sccre' 
deliberative Council consuuio all their litne 
in diseussioiis,, or tiiey meet very seldom 
and to very littlu purpose ; for It is certain 
that they gel through very litllo work. Wt 
oafnDOtbonipliuicut the House of Asscmbh 
for any vast amount of public business trans 
acted since they met fur its do;pats!i ; but 
they have trausaeted oo//if;/ii;.j,'. Hut so fai 
as tho Legislalive Council are toncorned w. 
cannot tell what they liavo done; so fur 
however, as, we are able to judgj, we abouh 
say very little. 

The Council of British Cohiiubia is consti ■ 
tnled on a dili'erenl i)rineiple; s.inio of the 
members belonging to that inoilcrn Slai 
Chamber are rolurned by Ihe people of ili< 
Colony, and yet on the very iuoini;nt of takin- 
their seals, they give up one of the rijliis o: 
t^ei'f<'P.!?«.byi™iu»iogl6ein adinis.'.ion to heui 
thodiscuBsions on the laws which they lueei 
to pass. Wo aro nt a loss to uuderstaml 
what is the reason of this iuiltunlion to !h: 
wishes of the public. Arc the guvcrnmum 
ashamed of tiio proeeediiigSgiijh^iehjlbcy^h 
the Council to iuaiigurati?-(fo1' wfl Va^cfstflid 
that most i^lnol.nll<p^^.^'.'o,pop^l!»^membel•^ 
were in favor of open. Aeba'cs), or is it. tli.e 
Council themsclvea who are ashamed of the 
share which Ihcy tako in ihu businesj ! 
Whichever is tho cautious branch of the 
govofiiment of tho sister ctilony which wouiu
